Mukden, M anchuria, Aug. 17.—(TLP)— 
R ussia's red arm y has invaded M an­ 
churia with a large force, occupied 
two towns west of Manchuli and to­ 
day continued to advance with the 
ap p aren t intention of isolating 
the 
M anchurian railway junction, it was 
announced in an official com munique 
here. 
General 
Chang 
Hsueh-Liang, w ar 
lord of M anchuria and com m ander of 
the Chinese forces along the border, 
ordered his advance guard to resist 
the invasion. 
The foreign legations at this capital 
of M anchuria have not yet been in­ 
formed of the action of the Soviet 
arm y.

Manchuli said today there had been 
border clashes between Chinese and 
Soviet troops throughout the week. 
Before the reports of* the red arm y

Moscow, Aug. 17.—Alarm ing reports 
continued to reach Moscow today of 
persistent m istreatm ent and addition­ 
al arrests of Russian 
nationals 
in 
M anchuria and of the raid on frontier 
villages in Siberia by Chinese ban­ 
dits. 
The reports also said th a t new Czar­ 
ist Russian detachm ents were being 
form ed in M anchuria. 
The Soviet press again rang a w a rn ­ 
ing to the Chinese government, appris­ 
ing them of the fact th a t the red far- 
eastern arm y was ready 
to 
punish 
anyone attacking the Soviet boundar­ 
ies. 
The new spaper P rav d a carried a 
three-column editorial captioned: 
“The Soviet governm ent will be able 
to fight for its rights.’’ 


Manchuli, M anchuria, Aug 17—Gen. 
C hang Hsueh-Liang, w ar lord of M an­ 
churia and in com m and of the Chin­ 
ese troops massed along the borders, 
urgently sum m oned a m ilitary 
con­ 
ference today to cope with new de­ 
velopments on the Soviet’ frontiers. 
Following the clash 
yesterday 
be­ 
tween Soviet and Chinese troops, Gen. 
C hang telegraphed Gen. 
W ang 
Fu- 
Lin to dispatch 500 additional cavalry 
to the frontier from Tuitsihar. 
The 
Russians were reported to have fired 
400 shots at Delainor yesterday, and 
wounding two civilians. 
An official com m unique issued today, 
said Soviet forces had occupied a hill 
north of the town of D ailainar at 3 
P. M W ednesday and opened fire upon 
the Chinese outposts with rifles and 
m achine guns. 
The Chinese forces, the 
com m un­ 
ique added, returned the fire, hut re­ 
tired when the Soviet cavalry pene­ 
trated into their cam p zone. 
The J a p ­ 
anese consular agents, who witnessed 
the clash, said the firing lasted for 
about three hours, apparently with 
considerable casualties on botn sides.

Johnson was believed to have died 
of acute alcoholism as a result, offi­ 
cers said, of having d runk moonshine 
liquor allegedly sold him by Murphy. 
The third degree m urder charge was 
expected to be placed against M urphy 
some time today. 
Mrs. M urray was killed last T h u rs­ 
day. 
H er battered and slashed body 
was found in a clum p of weeds near 
her McGregor hom e the following day 
by an aged neighbor. 
County Attorney Allin and 
Sheriff 
Lind advanced the theory th a t 
she 
was slain as the result of a liquor 
war.

Madison, Va., Aug. 17. — President 
Hoover, responding to a welcome to 
Virginia, in a ceremony tendered by 
Governor Byrd and his neighbors heie 
in this village, today praised fishing 
and the state’s neighborliness. 
“Fishing seems to be the sole avenue 
left to presidents through which they 
m ay escape their own thoughts,” 
h^ 
said in an address to several thousand 
Virginians who came here from all 
over the old dominion for the welcom­ 
ing party. 
Moreover, he said, fishing “is a con­ 
stan t rem inder of the democracy of 
life of humility and of hum an frailty 
—for all men are equal before fishes. 
And it is desirable that the president 
of the United States should be period­ 
ically reminded of this fundam ental 
fact—th at the forces of nature dis­ 
crim inate for no m an.’’ 
The president, after discussing the 
heat of the national capital, said that 
the press of public business has b e ­ 
come such th a t the prolonged sum 
m er vacations taken by presidents and 
other high governm ent officials "m ust 
gradually be shortened.'' 
“Therefore,’’ he said, “I have thought 
it appropriate to accept the hospital­ 
ity of your citizens and your m oun­ 
tains for one or two days each week 
and thereby combine both relief and 
w ork without cost to either. 
And I 
have discovered that even the wo-'i of 
governm ent can be improved by lei 
surely discussions of its problem- o u t ;

A fter crossing central Europe, west­ 
ern Russia and the hazardous Urals, 
a mountain chain whch in the early 
stages of the flight was regarded with 
great apprehension, the dirigible to­ 
day was in the very heart of Siberia, 
well ahead of her schedule in the 
most dangerous flight ever undertaken 
by the giant ship.

After leaving this section of Siberia 
the dirigible was yet to pass a great 
stretch of almost 
completely 
unin­ 
habited wastes, hundreds of m iles of 
them, some of the sections of which 
never have been explored even by 
Russian geographers. 
Very few hu­ 
m ans 
Inhabit 
this 
wasteland, 
and 
those who do also belong to nomadic 
tribes, some of which never were con­ 
quered by the Russian government.

The government aviation bureau es­ 
timated the position of the Zeppelin 
al 9:30 P. M. to be approximately 2,480 
miles from Tokio by the circle route, 
arid that It should arrive here in 40 
hours, or 1:80 P. M. Monday (11:30 
P. M Sunday EST.) 
If the Zeppelin takes the shortest 
route, however, it would traverse only 
about 2,170 miles, the bureau estim ­ 
ated, requiring 35 hours for the trip, 
which would bring it here at 8:30 A. 
M Monday (6:30 P. M. Sunday EST).
